Washington, April 4.— The two fore- 
most brunches of the Cuban question in 
Washington to-day were the President's, 
message and European mediation, which 
litis now taken an active form in the 
courts of Europe, according to ndviceS 
reieived at foreign embassies, though no 
proffer has been made to the United 1 
■States. Regarding the first, it can be 
stated that it is fully expected by the 
administration that the message will be 
selil to congress on Wednesday. Mem- 
born of Mr. McKinley's cabinet nud his, 
liiends in cougeress stated definitely to- 
day that it will ileal vigorously with the 
question, will include the Maine incident 
and will make definite recommendations 
to congress, one of which will be the 
recognition of Cuban independence. As 
to the mediation of Europe or the Pope 
they declare that these material and 
moral powers must exercise their suas- 
ion on Spain, for this government will 
insist on the independence of Cuba its 
an ultimate sine qua nun, unless the in- 
surgents themselves should consent to 
less and they have llatly refused to do. 

Speaking on this point, one of the eub- 
inel ollicers said to-day: "You can say 
for me that till the powers of Europe and 
the heads of till the churches may pro- 
pose mediation to Spain if they desire, 
but the United Stales will positively not 
listen to media t ion of any kind that does 
not include acceptance of the independ- 
ence of Cuba." 

Notwithstanding the many reports of 
European mediation, they assumed their 
lirst tangible form when at least two of 
the foreign establishments in Washing- 
ton received ollieial intimation that an 
exchange of notes between the great 
powers was now in progress with a view- 
to arriving tit a basis on which they could 
make a joint proposal for mediation. It 
is evident that the exchange has not yet 
been productive of n common understand- 
ing as the ambassadors and ministers at 
Washington have not yet received in- 
st i notions to initiate the movement. 
Their only information thus far is that 
notes are passing by telegram between 
the capitals of Europe. It has been un- 
derstood that France and Austria were 
most. active in bringing about this move- 
ment and that Great Britain had held 
aloof from it, but it developed to-day 
that the British government was also 
taking part, in the exchange and that in 
ease of concerted action by the powers 
Croat Britain probably would act with 
the others. 

What common grounds the powers are 
likely to reach can only be conjectured. 
The Spanish government seems to be 
hopeful of results from this movement 
and this affords additional ground for 
the belief that it would not be regarded 
-v ,- i 1 1 1 favor by the United States. The 
diplomats, however, think that if a com- 
mon understanding was reached by the 
lent powers of Europe, the suggestion 
of the combined powers could not be 
lightly sot aside. The general view of 
diplomats is that, the movement is 
not so much one towards reconciling the 
United States and Spain, as it is to pre- 
serve the peace of the world by combined 
action. 

Spain's policy in this matter is one of 
urging on the European powers that if 
Cuba was free from Spanish sovereignty 
the next move under the Monroe doc- 
trine would be to bring to an end Euro- 
p, an ltrol over other West Indian pos- 
sessions. Croat Britain, France and 
Denmark have interests in that locality, 
in other quarters it was stated that the 
influence of the powers was more likely 
lo be exerted on Spain in urging her to 
the largest possible measure of conces- 
sion. Sir Julian Pauneefote, British am- 
bassador, made it short call on Judge 
Day to-day. It is understood, however, 
ihat it did not relate to the Cuban ques- 
tion as the ambassador has not received 
instructions concerning mediation or any 
course of action. 

M. Thobeuti of the French embassy. 
iiImi culled at the state department and 
hud a talk witli Judge Day on subjects 
other than tho Cuban question. An ar- 
rangement was reached during the day 
by which the United States and France 
will co-operate through the ministers tit 
Denmark in the establishment of a pub- 
lic cable station on the Danish island of 
of St. Thomas. The cable is owned by 
a French company, but its use has be- 
come of vital importance to the United 
States government owing to the possible 
base of naval operations in the Leeward 
islands. Secretary Dong was particu- 
larly desirous of having this cable ar- 
rangement effected and as a result of 
tlie conference a despatch was sent to 
the United States minister at Copen- 
hagen asking him to secure the consent 
of the Danish government, and at the 
same time the French authorities arrang-

ed to have their minister at Copenhagen 
exert similar influences. 

"Wait for Wednesday" was tin? word 
passed about the capital to-day and a 
general understanding to that effect was 
reached. The Republicans will not take 
the initiative and the Democrats will 
not try to force any action until Wed- 
nesday when the President's message 
will be received. With that understand- 
ing the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee did not report and the house foreign 
affairs committee took no action. 

It is known that the senate committee 
lias agreed upon a report, practically the 
Fcrnker resolution, declaring independ- 
ence and intervention, with tin amend- 
ment fixing the responsibility for the de- 
struction of the Maine upon Spain either 
by design or criminal negiligenee. The 
bouse foreign affairs committee will re- 
in. rt if possible a resolution in line with 
tho President's recommendations and it 
is known that, efforts nre being made to 
have the resolution of both' committees 
agree wifh the President's wishes. 

Rome, April 4. — The Vatican refuses to 
publish the text of the communications 
which have passed between the pontiff 
and Madrid, but the statement that his 
Holiness has asked Spain to arrange for 
a suspension of hostilities in Cuba is 
confirmed. The Osservutore Romano re- 
viewing the situation unotlicially says: 
"We must regard America's demand as 
excessive, and especially as Spain has 
proposed to submit the whole administra- 
tion to the insular parliament. It is diffi- 
cult to perceive on what pretext Wash- 
ington would declare war even if so dis- 
posed, and we have confidence that the 
wisdom and moderation of President Mc- 
Kinley, with the practical common sense 
of the Americans, will avert the horrors 
of war." 

Madrid, April 4.— Events are moving 
rapidly, and the best informed people 
here believe an armistice between the 
Spaniards and Cubans will be proclaim- 
ed within two days. 

The Pope lias sent an eloquent tele- 
gram to the Queen Regent, urging Spain 
to grant an armistice in Cuba, with a 
view to allowing negotiations to be car- 
i icd on between the insurgents and Span- 
inids; also pleading for an early conclu- 
sion of permanent pence. The Pope 
dwelt on the suffering in Cuba and urg- 
ed Her Majesty to take action on human- 
itarian, and not political, grounds. Prior 
to taking this action, it is said that the 
Pope, through his represetative at Wash- 
ington, asked President MeKinley if it 
would be agreeable to him should the 
Pope advise the Queen Regent to grant 
an armistice, and it is understood the 
1 'resident expressed his willingness that 
the Pope should do anything ill his 
power.

Montreal. April 4.— A Star cable says: 
Klondike bookings still continue 
heavy. One agency advertises 28 days 
through to the Klondike, Plough nobody 
knows how this can be guaranteed. The 
tllcial bulletin of tho emigrants' infor- 
mation bureau issues a strong warning 
tgninst any persons attempting the trip 
except, strong, experienced men. accus- 
tomed to prospecting, with £300 each. 

"Statistics compiled in London show 
that £15,000,000 of British capital is in- 
vested in British Columbia mining, 
though fhe dividend list has made a very 
poor showing as yet."

BRITISH TAKE THEIR SHARE. 

Woihuiwoi Secured as Offset to Russian 
and German Occupations in 
Japan. 

London, April 4.— It is semi-offlcially 
uinounced that Great Britain has made 
rrangemeuts with China to take over 
the port of Weihaiwoi on the Shanghai 
'1'iitig peninsula, when the Chinese gov- 
ernment shall have paid the war in- 
demnity due to Japan and the Japanese 
Hoops shall have evacuated the place. 
It is lidded that these arrangements 
were made with the knowledge anil ap- 
proval of the Japanese, with whom tin 
understanding had previously been ar- 
rived iit. The hitter filet was kept secret 
until China bad actually agreed to the 
lease and the British fleet had assembled 
in the vicinity. It is said on good au- 
thority that neither Russia nor Germany 
pleased at the iirungeineiit and it is 
bled that the island of Loukungtu, at 
the entrance of Weihaiwoi will be 
trongly fortified. It is said to be cap- 
aide of being satisfactorily defended, 
and the land battery destroyed by the 
inanesc can be speedily constructed.

Third Officer Tilton Seeks Aid 
l'or tlie lee Bound 
Whalers. 



A Lively and Adventurous Journey 
Through tlie Northern 
Wilderness. 



Provisions Exhausted and Dog 
Meat and Rank Pish Expen- 
sive Delicacies. 



No lives have been lost as yet anions: 
the vessels of the imprisoned whaling 
licet, to whose rescue the U.S.S. Bear 
was two months ago dispatched on bet- 
tedious way through the desolate fields 
of ice. The crow have, however, suffer- 
ed unspeakable privations during the 
past five months, and there is still a too- 
evident possibility that starvation may 
come upon them before the relief party 
can succeed in lighting its Way through 
the apparently impregnable ice. 

'fhe whaling men of course do not 
know that help is on f Tic way. and it. was 
the presence of the haunting spectre o£ 
famine that induced George F. Tilton,. 
third officer of the Belvadere, a Sun 
Francisco boy, to leave tin' ice-bound' 
whaler and undertake in early Novem- 
ber the most stllpbndous single-handed 
journey for help that tho .northern 
country yet knows of. 

He lias successfully accomplished his 
mission too for he arrived at Departure 
Bay yesterday afternoon on tho little 
steamer Scotia. And although the relief 
was already on tho way to bring which 
he so willingly risked his life hi;- tramp 
through the wilderness in the heart of 
thi' Arctic night will go into history an 
one of the greatest, travelling achieve- 
ments the world has witnessed— and Til- 
ton entitled to rank as a hero on equal 
terms with Nanson or Peary. He hast 
indeed a more honored place, for the 
stakes of his venture wore the lives of 
his shipmates in the place of wealth and 
fame. 

Tilton was aboard the Belvadere- 
when tlie now prisoned whaler left San. 
Francisco, and was one of the most use- 
ful men of tin? Hoot. His advice was dis- 
regarded as to the danger of proceeding 
in the face of accumulating ice, anil al- 
most before the whalers could appre- 
ciate tho danger with which they were 
threatened, their vessels had boon caught 
in tho ice-trap, and death either from 
starvation or frost seemed their fate. 

As the situation grow worse Tilton. 
volunteered to go for help, and succeed- 
ed in reaching the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie. The risk was too grout for him 
to permit any companions to share it, 
and alone he started over the frozen 
wilderness, with !)0 below a not uncom- 
mon temperature. Crossing the Rein- 
deer Hills somewhere about the 70th 
parallel, he kept on up the Mackenzie 
alone to Fort Mnephorson, whore Indian 
guides were secured. Thence bis way 
led over the Mnephorson divide, to the 
Yukon, and up this second great river of 
the north to the coast by the route sw 
well travelled by the gold hunters during 
recent months. 

So desperate was the position of lib* 
companions when Til Ion left them that 
the chance killing of polar boars or 
other of the few wild animals of the 
Arctic sens was the host partition be- 
tween the whalers and death, their sup- 
ply of provisions being exhausted. In 
Tiltdn's opinion there is no hope of es- 
cape for the ships, which' will be ground 
to matchwood as soon as the ice begins 
to break up. He still has hopes for the* 
men, and is now hurrying to San Fran- ■ 
cisco to consult the government and the ■ 
owners of the fleet as to movements for. 

their relier. 

Tilton was aboard a small steamer 
bound for Juneau when the Albion was 
met and he was transferred, with the 
guides accom palling him on his last, 
section. 

lie does not wish to say much until 
he confers with the government, but 
gives it us his opinion that the fleet of 
live— th(! bark, the schooner Rosario, the 
steam whalers Orca and Belvadere, and'- 
the steam fender Jennii — will hold to- 
gether for probably three months longer. 

As to the food available uutil relief 
reaches the ships, it consists chiefly of 
Idubber — of which the natives subsist en- 
tirely — rank lish and dog-meat, the Es- 
quimaux grumbling at parting with 
their surplus curs oven to stive the lives 
of white men. and refusing absolutely, 
unless paid .?r>t> each.

A terrible act, from which death result- 
ed and which the crown has chosen to 
deal with as murder is charged agaist 
Miss Martha Wolf, a. young woman 20 
years of age and a resident of Victoria. 
She was arrested yesterday morning by 
Detectives Perdue ami Palmer and will 
appear in the prisoner's dock at the po- 
lice court this morning, when a prelim- 
inary hearing of the charge will be given. 

On the night, of March 21 last it was 
reported that an accident had happened 
at the residence of Chas. Marsden, 
James street. A Colonist reporter, who 
endeavored to get some information 
about the affair, found an inclination on 
the part of certain interested persons to 
hush it up and pass it oil as merely 
nothing. The next day the newspapers 
announced that Mrs. Marsdcn had been 
injured by the explosion of a lamp. On 
•Sunday afternoon the death of Mrs. 
Marsdcn was recorded. 

The police have taken up the case and 
the theory on which the crown will pro- 
ceed is that on the evening of March 21 
hist Miss Wolf for some purpose went to 
the Marsdcn residence. Mrs. Marsden 
and her baby were alone in the house 
when the young woman arrived. Miss 
Wolf was accused by Mrs. Marsden of 
alienating her husband's affections and 
told her to leave the house. Tins she 
refused to do, and Mrs. Marsden at- 
tempted to put her out A tight followed 
unci during the excitement Miss Wolf, if 
is alleged, threw a lighted lamp at the 
accuser. '1'be lamp broke and Mrs. 
Marsden's clothing caught lire. A piece 
of carpet also ignited and the Uames 
were spreading towards the bed where 
the baby slept Mrs. Marsden, before 
attempting to put out the lire, which was 
burning around herself, stamped out the 
Humes on the tloor and saved the life of 
her cliihl. She? then rushed towards the 
bath room, intending to turn water on 
herself, but was prevented by Miss Wolf, 
who anticipated her purpose and blocked 
the doorway. .Mrs. Marsden seeing there 
was no help for her in the house ran in- 
to the back garden and threw herself 
•in the grass. She was followed outside 
by Miss Wolf, who, it is alleged, stood 
by looking at her enveloped in Uames, 
and screaming loudly and pitifully for 
h»ip. The cries of the suffering woman 
attracted a score; of neighbors to the 
scene and these found Miss Wolf still 
there making no attempt at rescue. Mrs. 
Patterson, with the assistance of some 
others, succeeded in extinguishing the 
lhanes, but not until the fatal injury had 
been done. 

Besides Miss Wolf, there is another 
person against, whom indignation has 
been aroused— the dead woman's hus- 
band, lie is said to admit that after 
hearing the details of the affair he en- 
tered his wife's room and said to her, 
'•Well you were looking for trouble and 
you seem to have found it." A third 
party who was present declares that he 

made the remark, "It serves you d 

well right." 

Marsden, it. appears, has been inti- 
mately acquainted with Miss Wolf for a 
long time past. Last, duly she went to 
his house to board and after she had 
been there some time Mrs. Marsden be- 
came suspicious that the relations be- 
tween her husband and the female board- 
er were not what they ought to be, and 
said as much to her husband. From then 
domestic happiiiess was at an end. It 
was soon a case of war between the two 
T.'omeli. Mrs. Marsden insisted that, the 
girl leave the house, but her husband 
jTllctl that she did not. have to leave, ami 
so Miss Wolf remained until the day 
before the throwing (it the lamp, when 
she went home to her father. Peter Wolf, 
who is a driver of the Victorin-Pboenix 
lli-owing Company. On the evening of 
March 21 she went back to Marsden's. 
but whether with the intention of re- 
maining there against. Mrs. Marsden's 
will or for the purpose of taking away 
si. rue clothes which belonged to her is 
i:ot yet definitely known. 

In her statement to the police the 
pttHoncr denies that she threw the lamp, 
though she is said to have admitted it to 
I'thers. She claims that sin- went, to 
Marsden's to take away some clothes 
which belonged to her and that a dispute 
arose between herself and Mrs. Mars- 
dcn as in the quantity of clothes which 
was hers. She went to go into a room 
and had ii lain]) in her hand when Mrs. 
Marsden stopped her. In the collision 
the lamp dropped from her hand and set 
lire to Mrs. .Marsden. 

.Miss Widf was present at a coroner's 
inqacst held over the death of Mrs. 
Marsdcn yesterday nft'Tnouii, but acting 
under the advice of Mr. .1. I*. Walls, 
whom she has retained as counsel for her 



rdiet on which the crown have based 
a charge of murder agaiimt her. 

The jury was composed of C. 10. 
Ilenouf, John Hell, .las. Wilson, t;. 
Schmidt, W. 0. Holmes, W. (!. Steen- 
son, LI. Ilandcox and .John Richards. 
They met at -1 p.m. at Hayward's un- 
dertaking rooms, where an examination 
of the dead body was held, afterwards 
they adjourned to the police court ami 
heard the evidence of a number of wit- 
nesses. 

Dr. llolden, who conducted the post, 
mortem examination, was the. first wit- 
ness. He bad found on looking at the 
body that there was a large burn cover- 
ing the surface, principally on the right 
side, extending from the ear clown. 
Death had occurred from exhaustion 
caused by the burns. 

Dr. ,1. I). Uelmeken testified as fol- 
lows: "I called to see the deceased at 
her residence, -No. 1 .lames street, on 
the evening of March 21 last. 1 round 
her in her bedroom attended by Mrs. 
Ostein and Mrs. Williams. She was 
suffering from a severe burn which cov- 
ered nearly half the upper portion of the 
body and caused intense agony. 1 at- 
tended her up to the time! of her death, 
which occurred on Sunday between 2 
and I! o'clock in the afternoon. Death 
was caused by exhaustion due to the 
burn. 

"On my first visit to the deceased she 
told me that a lamp had been thrown at 
her by a young woman who had been 
staying at the house and who came that 
evening to get a trunk. They had some 
words in which deceased ordered the 
young woman to leave the house, which 
she declined to do. Mrs. Marsden then 
attempted to put her out and a tight fol- 
lowed in which a lamp was thrown. 

"When I entered the house there was 
an odor of coal oil in it and some broken 
glass was lying around the tloor. Miss 
Wolf, the young woman in court was in 
the house at the time, and I asked her 
what the matter was. She told me she 
had set Mrs. Marsden on fire. I saw 
no one else in the house except: a baby. 
Mrs. Marsdcn expressed no desire dur- 
ing my attendance on her to make a 
statement in regard to the occurence." 

Mrs. Mary Patterson, who resides at 
No. S Menzics tsrect. being sworn, said: 
"I knew the deceased. • Two weeks ago 
at ten minutes to oiidit my sister and 
myself heard screams. We looked over 
at Mrs. Marsden's house and saw tire. 
We ran over and found Mrs. Mar-den 
King on the grass at the back of the 
house. Miss Wolf was standing on the 
verandah close to her. I attempted to 
ptlt out the flames in which Mrs. Mars- 
dcn was enveloped. I sent Miss Wolf 
and my sister for some blankets and 
more help. My sister returned shortly 
and we took the clothes off Mrs. Mars- 
den, wrapped her up in the blankets and 
curried her inside. The house was dark 
and full of smoke. 

"I asked Miss Wolf where the fire 
was. She said there was no lire; that 
she had thrown a lamp. There was 
broken glass on the tloor of the dining 
room, and bedroom, i am not person- 
ally acquainted with Miss Wolf. I have 
seen her at Marsden's and believe that 
she boarded there. Mr. Patterson, 
Mrs. Williams, Mrs. Richmond, Mrs. 
Costelli. Miss IlOAye and some others 
were present when Miss Wolf said she 
had thrown the lamp." 

"Did Miss Wolf; offer you tiny assist- 
ance in putting out the tire'.'" asked the 
chief. 

"Not until I sent her for some quilts. 
When I arrived she was standing on the 
verandah doing nothing," was the reply. 

In reply to a question by a juror, the 
witness said that she had been with 
Mrs. Marsdcn from the time of the ac- 
cident up to her death. Deceased had 
never expressed a wish to make a state- 
ment about the affair, but on one occa- 
sion said: 

"Wasn't she a devil to throw a lamp 
at mi'? I. hope she will get her punish- 
ment." 

Mr. Patterson corroborated Mrs. Pat- 
terson's evidence, and could say nothing 
more. 

Mrs. Patterson being re-enlled at the 
request of the chief, said that she was 
present when Mr. Marsden came hou-K'. 
After he had seen his wife she heard him 
say to Miss Wolf: "You hud better go;" 
but Miss Wolf did not go and was stiii 
there when witness left at ten o'clock 
that night. 

Mrs. .Tanc Williams said she was in 
lb,, bedroom with Mrs. Marsden when 
Mr. Marsden came home and entered 
the room. He said to his wife: 

"You hud no business saying anything 
t» the girl." 

"Mrs. Marsden replied: "Was T In be 
insulted in my own bouse?" 

The doctor was in the kitchen at the 
time and after he returned, Mrs. Mars- 
den said to witness: 

"You know that woman lias made 
trouble between me and my husband 
before." 

Witness then repeated a conversation 
which tool; place between Miss Wolf 
and herself after she hud arrived at the 
Marsden residence on the night of the 
burning. She had said to Miss Wolf: 
"However did this happen'.'" 
"I threw a lamp at her," was the

nnvthing like that," said Mrs. Williams. 

"You would do the same thing Under 
the circumstances," replied Miss "Wolf. 

"No, I would not," retorted Mrs. YVil- 
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for some blankets. 

Mrs. Ward, the next witi 
of the deceased, was with I 
prior to her death, and she 
troubled about something. Witae 
ed her if she wanted to say an 
She replied: 

"1 wonder what will ever become 
girl; if my mother was alive she 
have been punished before this." 

"Have you any wish to maker If so 
you had better make it now," said Mrs. 
Ward, but: the dying woman bad grown 
too weak to talk and simply said "by 
and live." 

Deceased had told Mrs. Ward that 
Miss Wolf had thrown the lamp at her 
and set her on fire. The lire also caught 
the carpet: and was spreading towards 
the bed where the baby lay. She made 
no attempt to put out. the Uames which 
were enveloping herself until she was 
sure that her baby was safe. She scream- 
ed for help but Miss Wolf made no at- 
tempt to help her. She then ran out- 
side still screaming and threw herself 
down on the grass. 

Charles Marsden, husband of the de- 
ceased, wns the last witness called. He 
said: "I heard of the burning about tin 
hour after it happened and went home. 
1 met Miss Wolf in the kitchen, she did 
•not tell me anything about the trouble. 
1 beard some ladies who were in the 
house talking about the affair and that 
is all I knew about how it happened. 
I did not ask my wife anything about it 
because 1 believed she would get well 
and 1 wanted to wait until then. 

' Miss Wolf boarded at our house until 
the night, before the burning. I believi 
she came buck that night, to get hei 
tiunk. After I had seen my wife in tin 
room I met Miss Wolf again. I askec 
her if she had her things gathered to 
gcther. She repeated that she laid not 
1 told her to get them together and to 
go. 1 believe she left the house that 
e\ cuing about '.) o'clock. 

"When you went, into the bedroom and 
saw your wife did you say to her that 
it served her right?" asked the chief. 

"No," replied the witness. "I think 
said to her that, she had been looking for 
trouble and seemed to have gut it. 

"Were you not aware that your wife 
and Miss Wolf had trouble on previous 
occasions ?" 

"Yes, they had some arguments." 

"Your wife objected to Miss Wolf 
lb ing in the house, did she not?" 

"I believe she said she would rather 
not have her there." 

The cot cr then addressed the jury. 

pointing out to them from the evidence 
wherein the case might be one of murder 
,.r one of manslaughter. They framed 
their verdict in about ten minutes, and 
it rend as follows: 

"The deceased, Mrs. Marsden, wife of 
Charles Marsden, No. 1 .lames street, 
Victoria. 11. C, came to her death on 
April :ird from exhaustion caused by 
bin lis. The burns were inflicted on 
March 21 by a lighted lamp thrown at 
deceased by Miss Martha Wolf of Vic- 
toria." 

The jury declined to stale ill their ver- 
dict whether the case was one of murder 
or manslaughter. The erown will pro- 
ceed this morning against the prisoner 
on a charge of murder. 



Quarter of a Million for Yukon 
Military *-The Senate Investi- 
gation of Hoittes.

Ottawa, April 4.— The Kettle River 
Valley bill passed the committee stage 
of the house to-day. The measure took 
up the entire sitting, which was charac- 
terized ifj- a vigorous speech from Mr. 
Mclnne.s and a remarkable address from 
the minister of railways. Mr. Blair had 
beea severely condemned by his c. 
leagues unci many Liberals for his speech 
In the railway committee, in which he 
clearly ' conveyed the view that the gov- 
ernment did not regard the measure of 
sufficient importance to take sides on it, 
but left the government supporters free 
to vote tis they pleased. Current re- 
port has it that unless Mr. Blair had 
done this some other minister would 
have repudiated his utterances. To-day's 
speakers in opposition to the hill were 
Sir Hibbcrt Tapper, Messrs. Mclnnes, 
Davin, Sproule and Lariviere. In it- 
favor Sir Adolphe Caron, Messrs. Rob 
orison, Bostock, Oliver and Blair. The 
division was not altogether on party 
lines. The attempt to kill the bill 
committee was defeated by . r >i) votes to 
.'10. Five Conservatives, Caron, Qtiinn, 
Moore, Pope and Kloepfer, voted with 
the majority and four Liberals, Messrs 
Maxwell, Mclnnes, Haley and Hurley 
with the majority. On motion of Mr 
Blair the capital stock of the company 
was reduced from $2,500,000 to $1,000 
110(1. With other slight amendments the 
bill passed committee and stands for 
third reading next private members' clay 
Probably it will not be disposed of till 
after Easter as the budget debate is ex 
pected to last several days.

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15V BALLOON TO KLONDIKE. 

\ [''rcncli Party Who Propose to Thus 
Make the Trip From Juneau. 

New York. April 4.— Mr. Antoinc Y.ir- 
c le of the French Geographical Society, 
irrived on the steamship La Bretagne 
K'Sterday with a balloon with which he 
intends to make the trip from ,1 tinea 11 to 
the Klondike. There are about a dozen 
persons in the party and they are at. the 
Hotel Martin. Mr. Yariele, the head of 
the expedition, is a man of about 45 
years of age and a well known engineer 
and inventor in France. He invented a 
v method to direct a balloon with 
the aid of a rope anil a steering sail and 
this method he has succeeded with in two 
trips, the one from Paris to the south of 
Fiance and the other from Paris to 
Hamburg. The balloon is cylinder shap- 
ed, has a sail beneath it, and is equipped 
with electric lights and a starchhght. 

The expedition carries with it all the 
modern instruments of geographical and 
topographical science. Carrier pigeons 
will be employed to send back news of 
the progress of tin: expedition. The 
balloon will carry about 7,300 pounds. 

The members of the expedition are 
sloping here only until news comes from 
Juneau (hat the apparatus Is ready for 
generating the hydrogen Willi which the 
-.ii, ,,,, io bo inflated. When that it 
endy, the party will go direct to Juneau, 
ml if the wind is favorable the trip to 
the Klondike will be made al. once. The 
en si of the expedition is borne partly by 
the French Geographical Society and 
pailly by the members of the party.

DELAY MOST SEMOUS. 

The lei-ling of Hie people of British Co- 
lumbia over the action of the Semite in 
regard to the Stikine-Ti'slin railway has 
been intensified by the further state- 

in thai the same body proposes to 

order an investigation into (lie merits of 
iiie Edmonton route. We do not wish 
to question the motives id' senators ami 

; eaily to adiuil that from their point 

t>i" view ii may seem infinitely better 
that the Yukon country should he tapped 
from the last, no mailer at whul ex- 
pense or after what delay, than thai the 
trade of the North should How along 
natural lines to the British Columbia 
■seaboard cities. Tin- narrow provincial- 
ism, which is unable to grasp Hie idea 
11I' a dominion as broad as a continent, 
lull regards the great West ami North- 
west simply as so much back-country, 
from which people will conic to do their 
trading in Hie eastern cities, very prop- 
erly finds lodgment in the Senate, so 
many of whose members arc survivors 
of the early provincial conception of the 
con federation. We hope that broader 
ideas will prevail and that the majority 
<>f those who will have tlie'linal deter- 
mining of this matter will realize (hat, 
;is the success of the Dominion in a 
commercial sense depends very largely 
upon the development on the Pacific 
Coast of strong ami progressive business 
.<-ominunities, the only true policy is to 
treat the Coast region as being what 
Tiaiure intended ii to be— a unit. We 
hardly think it can be necessary to argue 
that Hie whole of Canada would be 
greatly benefitted by theg rowth on this 
Coast of prosperous cities; we scarcely 
think it can now be worth while taking 
up time in demonstrating how essential 
it. is in the interest of the whole of 
Canada that the trade or the Yukon 
should not be left in the bauds of l T nit- 
•ed States merchants. If there is any- 
thing in connection with the northern 
trade thai is self-evident, these proposi- 
tions are. 

What tlie Senate seems unable to 
grasp is the readiness witli which the 
trade of the North can lie secured for 
the cities of British Columbia and how 
imperative it is that there .should lie no 
delay in securing it. The senators do 
not seem to understand the actual situ- 
ation; the urgency of Hie case does not: 
appear to appeal to them at all. If they 
were alive to the actual conditions of 
the hour: if they knew how much de- 
pends upon immediate action, we believe 
they would not act as obstructionists. 
The trade of the North is not. something 
that will keep while we are making up 
our Ulillds how to secure it. If we could 
iifTord to wail four or five years, there 

Would be some sense in sending eoin- 
lulsBions .scouring over the country to 
discover possible routes. But. what is 

. needed is that something shall he done 
now. We believe on the Coast that the 

Yukon will be a permanent gold field; 
bill it is necessarily a mutter of opinion, 
its permanency is somewhat speculative 
and hence the majority of people here 
have favored the Mackenzie- .Mann pro- 
position, because it was based upon this 
aspect of the case. If the output proves 
lo he permanently large ami the gold- 
bearing area is as widely distributed as 
present indications lead every one lo sup- 
pose, the intending contractors would 
doubtless have made a very good thing 
out of their bargain. If the permanency 
failed lo materialize, they would have 
had a concession of very doubtful value. 
The clement of chance was in Hie case, 
and when they were found ready to take 
t lie chance and push through a work so 
vilal lo Hie business interests of this 
province, and, as people here believe, to 
the interests id' the whole of Canada, 
there was little disposition to cavil about 
the details oi' Hie arrangement. "Let 
ns have the railway ami the business it 
will bring," said the business men, "and 
if the contractors malic a good tiling out 
of it we will not begrudge ii lo them. 
We will have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that the trade lias been brought to 
Canadian cities, ami, if their subsidy 
proves rich in gold, we w ill also have Hie 
.satisfaction of knowing that Canadians 
own it." 

But there is no us in discussing this 
now. What is on every one's lips now is 
file question: "What shall we do to be 
saved? That something must be dune 

.and be done quickly is admitted on nil 
.sides. Our advices lend us lo believe 
that the Dominion government has not 
by any means reached the limit of its 
resources in the matter, and we know 
(hat he provincial government stands 
ready to co-operale with it in any reas- 
onable plan. la the interests of the 
merchants and transporution companies 
of Victoria and Vancouver, if is abso- 
lutely necessary that prompt action shall 
l.c taken. Thousands upon thousands of 

. dollars have been invested upon the be- 
lief that this railway would he built this 
summer. The eyes of intending miners 
were directed to Ibis province in i - 

sequence of the prospect of this road 
being at once begun. Its construction 

menus millions of money to British Co- 
lumbia. If work does not go on. the 
blow wiii be 11 very severe oilOl but we 

have every hope, indeed we feel certain 



that it will go on and that tlie expecta- 
tions of our people will he fully realized. 
Whatever may be done at Ottawa, we 
are sure that the government of this 
province are ready to lead the way and 
(lie legislature will he prompt to follow 
ill taking such steps as the great emerg- 
ency calls for.

THE DEBATE ON SUPPLY. 

The debate on supply has been pro- 
longed, but was at times very spirited, 
chiefly on ac-jount of the personal cle- 
ment which entered into it. While the 
government did not desire that, so much 
of Hie time of the house should be taken 
up with what was little else tlwn a repe- 
tition of matters that had been threshed 
out over ami over again, the Premier 
and his colleagues can congratulate them- 
selves upon the fact that their Opponents 
have had every facility given them that 
they could ask to ventilate their griev- 
ances real and imagina •/• The discus- 
sion now being at an end, presumably 
the serious business of the province will 
be allowed to go on. The opposition 
must now be convinced Hint their ob- 
structive ttlC'ties have been the worst 
kind of a fiasco. They have discredited 
Mr. Senilin and his followers before the 
people to a degree that one would hard- 
ly have thought possible in view of Hie 
poor standing which they .1 trendy had in 
public esteem as a party. "We invite 
any one to tell the public what good h is 
resulted from this waste of time, lis 
a', owed object was to compel i he govern- 
ment to disclose the details of Hie plan 
lor making changes in the representation. 
It has not done so; but leaves that mat- 
ter just where it found it. Not a single 
new point Iris been brought out by the 
opposition in all the long hours during 
which they occupied the house, nor was 
a single definite allegation, not to say 
definite charge, made which any reason- 
able man will claim hears mil the ex- 
travagant assertions made by the oppo- 
sition press during the recess. By all 
the rules of discussion the opposition can- 
not with any propriety ren-JW their 1111 
founded assaults. They have neglected 
the one time of all when it was proper to 
make their case good, if they thought 
they could do so. 

The opposition speeches never at any 
time rose above the level of querulmis- 
ness. They were lacking in anything 
like principle; they were captious and 
vexatious; the abounded in misrepresen- 
tation and innuendo; they w ere ineag.'e 
in logic and barren of facts. Such at- 
tempts as were made to arraign Hie gov- 
ernment lor alleged errors were promptly 
met and answered by the ministers, who 
in < er appeared to better advantage since 
they took office than they have ill the 
I'CCMll debate. Their success was due 
not only to the weakness of the case pre- 
sented against them but to the strength 
of their own position. 

We desire to lay stress upon one mat- 
ter, namely thai throughout the whole 
debate not one word was sniil which by 
any possible construction of language 
can be made to mean that nny member 
of the opposition desired lo convoy the 
impression that in his opinion the govern- 
ment or any member of it has been guilty 
of corrupt acts. Ordinarily we would 
not think it worth while to mention this, 
but during the 'last eighteen mouths and 
more the opposition press and certain 
ignorant newspapers outside of the prov- 
ince have seen lit to spread widely 
charges that Hon. Mr. Turner and bis 
colleagues were corrupt. (inly a few 
d; ys ago a local paper produced a para- 
graph to that effect from the Toronto 
Telegram. Tlie Colonist tins repeatedly 
condemned this unwarranted) manner of 
conducting a political campaign. It has 
taken Hie -round that charges of corrup- 
tion, as they affect the honor of the 
men against whom they are made, ought 

to be made s] ificnlly, so that they can 

be met and answered. We have chal- 
lenged proof of an m i that could be prop- 
erly described as corrupt or that was even 
tolerably corrupt. Yerey recently we in 
the most formal manner called upon Hie 
opposition, in view of the fuel that this 
is tin 1 last session of Hie house before 
Hie elections, to make their charges of 
corruption during the debate on supply, 
v hen they would be face to luce with 
the ministers and not lo reserve* their 
baseless assertions until I hoy were mil 
among the voters. Ai that I hue wo said; 

We make this challenge for a specific 
purpose. In a few months the elections 
will be on and irresponsible speakers and 

writers will go through ih stituen- 

cies repeating the allegation that the 
present government is corrupt. We slate 
n. oM distinctly, for we do not wish to 
be misunderstood, that we arc seeking 
lo lay a foundtion for an answer lo 
such allegations. We wish to be able 
to say to the people either that such 
and such charges were made against the 

government ami alleged to disclosi r- 

riiption and were explained by Hie gov- 
ernment as follows, or that definitely 
and specifically called upon by the Col- 
onist, when 1 1 1 1 \ were fi to face wilh 

the ministers, lo specify their charges 
oi' corruption, the opposition were silent. 

The debute has ended; no charges have 
la en made. Nothing has been saiil in 
warrant even a suspicion thai such 
charges could be made if the opposition 
felt inclined lo make them. Are we not 
fully justified, therefore, in saying Hint 
the alleged corruption no longer calls for 
the slightest attention by the friends of 
Hie government and Hint l lie opposition 
are forever estopped from making any 
further allegations of the nature refer- 
red to? 



Referring to tlie decision of .Mr. .lusiiic 
Drake in the application for an attach- 
ment in contempt against the manager 
and editor of the Colonist, it is proper to 

say, in the interest of the persons who 

occupy editorial positions in British Col 
iinibin, thai Hie question of tin editor's 
responsibility for a news item, which he 
did not. see until after it was printed, 
was not argued, the case being left to 
the decision of Ins lordship lifter Ih" 
nature of the alleged contempt had been 
discussed.

case arises, that such an editor is respon- 
sible in eriminnl or quasi criminal pro- 
ceedings. If so, that is to say if the 
n, ere fact that a person holds a position 
io connection with a newspaper which 
■ ■I titles lii iii In lie called the editor, :is- 
sumeH Hie whole responsibility :it the 
peril of his liberty and property for 
everything which Hie paper dues, it fol- 
lows Hint he may he thrown into prison, 
his properly may he taken from Iiitn 
and he may he branded us a misdemean- 
ant for things done not only withont his 
consent or knowledge, but against his 
pi sitivc directions. Willi all respect 
lo his lordship, we must express doubt 
is in whether ihis is Hie law.

THE ALLEGED CONTEMPT. 

Proceeding of Special Interest to News- 
papermen Before Hon. Justice 
Drake. 

A written judgment 00 the ex parte 
application of Mr. Dull' to commit for 
contempt of court. W. H. Ellis and C. II. 
Lugrin, of the Victoria Colonist, in con- 
nection with the Nest Egg Mining Com- 
pany vs. the Canadian Rand Drill Com- 
pany case, was handed down by Mr. Jus- 
tice Drake yesterday morning as follows: 
Mr. Dull'," on behalf of the defendants, 
11 eved to commit Mr. \V. II. Ellis, 
manager of the Colonist Printing and 
Publishing Company, and Mr. C. II. 
Lugrin, editor of the Daily Colonist, to 
jail for contempt of court in writing and 
publishing an item on the l'.Hh of March, 
1M1S, headed "A remarkable case— writ 
nriting out of the illegal seizure of a 
mining plant." It was not denied that 
Mr. Ellis was the manager of the Col- 
onist Printing & Publishing Company, 
that Mr. Lugrin was the editor. It 
tvas also admitted that Mr. Ellis was the 
lulbor of the item objected to. The 
court, especially the chancery division. 
1ms exercised a very strict, band over 
newspaper comment on cases which were 
Letore that court, and the principle 
which underlies the jurisdiction is that 
it anything is published which tends to 
xeite prejudice against the parties to 
the litigation or their witnesses it is a 
contempt of court. Where a ease is com- 
ing on for trial before a jury the possi- 
bility of prejudice is considerably in- 
creased. The point is shortly put Wright 
I in the Queen vs. Payne, lSt)t>, 12 B 
thus: "In order to justify an applica- 
tion to the court the publication com- 
plained of must be calculated really to 
interfere with a fair trial, and if this 
is not the ease the question does not 
arise whether the publication is so ob- 
jectionable in its terms as to call for the 
interference of the court. If the publi- 
cation is likely to interfere with the 
trial a second question arises, whether 
in such a case the jurisdiction ought to 
he exercised not so much for punishment 
11s tor prevention of similar conduct in 
the future." The paragraph complained 
states that, an action is pending and 
it then proceeds to give the writer's view 
of the plaintiff's rights in the action and 
alleges that certain facts which, if true, 
would indicate that the defendants were 
liable in the pending action. There is 
nothing more objectionable to the ad- 
ministration of justice or to the rights 
f litigants than that an action should 
<• tried and decided by the press. As 
dig as matters are merely in dispute hc- 
w« oil parties or after the judgment has 
ecu reneilered newspaper comments arc 
not subject to judicial curtail, but when 
parties 'have taken their disputes before 
the court lor decision then it is highly 
iuil roper to comment on the subject of 
the litigation. To say that the paragraph 
in question would not possibly prejudice 
the jury is, I think, going too far. 
Whether the jury will I..- prejudiced 
iv it is ti different question. If the par- 
igraph is calculated to interfere with a 
air trial then it is a contempt of court, 
n tiiv opinion tlie paragraph in ques- 
tion falls within the above definition, 
ml 1 am willing to believe that Mr. 
•:ilis when he wrote the paragraph did 
,^o inadvertently and without considering 
the effect it might have, and in tins view 
" think it will be sufficient to mark the 
, itrt's opinion of the impropriety of his 
•rnduct by making him pay the costs 
,f the motion between solicitor anil 
!ii nt. As regards Mr. Lugrin, I may 
nv he cannot escape responsibility by 
sMiting that be did not see the objoc- 
i,, liable paragraph and did not know of 
ts appearance in the paper of which lie 
s editor.

Mr. [lelnickon closed the debate on the 
estimates, lie had noticed in particu- 
larly the speech of Mr. Vedder when 
thai gentleman said something against 
die cit.v of Victoria that the senior mem- 
ber lor Vancouver had said "hear, hear." 
Mr. irelmcken deprecated exeoedingly 
tlic introduction of sectionnl feeling and 
hopeii it would lie the last time it. would 
he heard in the house. [n saying that 
he was sure that the members of the 
house would do their duty to the host 
of [heir anility, he spoke of the good 
work done by the pioneer legislators in 
the early days of the colony. The gov- 
ernment were entitled to a great ileal 
of credit for bringing the erection of the 
new parliament buildings to a successful 
issue. Turning to the \ tikon hill he said 
it was a matter of regret that the con- 
struction of the road was delayed, 
though lie was not in a position to criti- 
cize the action of the Senate. Still he 
daisied that the local government would 
take the matter up in some way ami 
lltouilh he did not know 'what direction 
assistance would take, he hoped that a 
satisfactory solution would he reached 
hy seme action between the two govern- 
ments, lie would not take up the time 
.if (he house very long. In spite of (he 
criticism* of the opposition they had not 
shown him any reason for Hot support- 
ing the government. If the opposition 
had the good of the province at 
heart they would assist in bringing for- 
ward such measures as would assist in 
every way the benefit of the province.

The Municipal Council of the City of 
\ ictoriu enacts as follows: 

1. All bread sold or offered far sale in 
the city of Victoria in whatever shape, 
form or fashion, must bo in loaves of 
one pound and a half and three pounds 
avoirdupois! weight respectively, and the 
unco charged therefor shall he at a 
rate per pound, and no person shall sell 
or offer for sale any bread except bv 
weight. Provided always that for bread 
made 2-1 hours am] over, one ounce light 
weight shall be allowed for every one 
pound and a half of bread, but when- 
ever such allowance in weight shall he 
claimed the burden of proof in respect 
to the time when the bread in respect of 
| which such allowance shall he claimed, 
was baked, sold or exposed for sale shall 
devolve upon the defendant or baker of

diggers have not since then left b 
by steamer or sailing vessel for distant 
gidd fields, but none hnvo left either this 
port or any other Australian port in eon 
siderahle numbers and in a specially 
lilted up steamer to seek fur gold 011 the 
great continent of North America since 
Ihe California rush nearly half a century 
ago. In the old California days the 
rushes from Australia were altogether 
accomplished by sailing vessels, nnd 
many were the perils by sea that beset 
the diggers' journey lo the Golden Cute. 
Nowadays the voyage is accomplished by 
a 3,000 tons steamship, with accommo- 
dation literally palatial when compared 
with the 'wind-jammers' of the period 
referred to, and th" voyage is now cull- 
ed "a run across the Pacific," .and par- 
takes largely of the character of a plea 
sure excursion. In these respects tin 
search for gold has. lost something of it! 
romantic side. True no doubt that half 
a century of time should have resulted 
in some improvements, some progress in 
the means of transit; anil where, in- 
deed, it may be asked, or in what other 
department of commerce has the pro- 
gress been vaster than in these means 
of ocean transit V 

"One could not avoid thinking of thesi 
matters when standing among the en 
thiisiustic crowd which on Saturday as 
sembled on the A.I '.S.N. rompnny'i 
wharf, alongside which was berthed tin 
line new steamer Capo Otway (Captain 
George Savage) hound for Dyen and 
Juneau, nearest ports to the Klondike 
gold country. The steamer was speci- 
ally put on by her owners to make tin 
voyage, and 110 one who witnessed her 
departure will believe but that the ven- 
ture was a well-timed one and a greni 
success. (If the crowd on hoard, its 
composition, and the more salient fix- 
tures much could lie said, so unusual in 
character was it from the everyday var- 
iety. It was by no means an ordinary 
passenger list. The distinctive feature 
was perhaps the propnndeiiance of tin 
male sex, the paucity of the gentler 

sex. 

"Look, there are nol more than a doz- 
en, if a dozen, women along the rail 
amongst all those rough-looking men,' 
was constantly remarked by the crowd, 
and upon making some pertinent inquir- 
ies il wns ascertained (hat several lady 
passengers came all the way from West- 
era Australia to join the expedition. 
Presumably they assumed that Dawson 
City is not sulnciently represented by 
their gentler sisters. Al least one ol 
the party made 110 secret of her view 
of the situation by observing to friends 
on the wharf, 'If I don't marry 11 lucky 

boy, my name's nol .' The absence 

of the stylishly dressed passenger was 
remarked by the onlookers of the curious 
population aboard the Otway. 

"Speaking to a typical digger, a Her 
aid reporter learned that he was last 
from Kalgoorlie, whither he went two 
years ago. lie knew Ihe Duiistiin anil 
(be Shotovotv had cradled wash dirt on 
the Gympic, in Queensland, hud mined 
in the Thames, and made tucker with a 
pan on Ihe Grey RiYer; — yes, have made 
a thousand or two in the good tunes, 
and diil well 011 Coromandel. There 
ain't the gold in the creeks as there used 
lo be— not much alluvial of any sort,' 
and the old chap went 011 in a strain 
thai left the impression that this Klon- 
dike trip was his last throw for that 
fortune which would leave him sulllcionl 
lor Ihe rest of his life. The rigors of 
th" Arctic climate had least of all con- 
siderations with the (.'ape Otway's peo- 
ple, wind her old or young, nnd there 
wen 1 many ranging lief ween nnd 35 
years of age. 'The cold don't frighten 
me,', was ihe response everywhere. If 
wtis remarked how largo a proportion 
of (lie Klondike contingent were Irish

The Star in describing Hie Otway f 
passing from beneath the Southern Cros:- 
says: 

"1 don't: know as how it's perticler bis 
ness of votirse, young feller, but I was 
bom on a gold rush, and perhaps I II 
die on this one. What if it is eold there 1 
I've been cold enough ill this country 
often enough with no bed and no tucker, 
as I've got a few pounds together, I may 
as well try (he Almighty Yankee gold 
world and get a fortune— or get: frozen 

"It was a gi'iczzlt-d old fellow who 
spoke— a man who bore in every feat up 
the evidences of a rough life of hard 
work. And be is bound, for the guide 
Klondike. He cannot be classed as 
fair sample of (he 200 adventurers wh 
sent out in the steamship Cape Otwa 
this afternoon, but while his years seen 
cd to unfit him for a new start under 
such conditions as offer in Arctic Alas 
ka. his nonchalance and the venturesomi 
spirit his words denoted, may be accept 
ed as fairly indicative of the humor o 
his shipmates. 

"The Cape Otway, which is the first 
vessel (o leave Sydney direct for the 
Canadian gold holds, has been put 011 
the berth by the A.U.S.N. Co., nnd while 
she is a vessel well litted for the trade, 
the rush for passages taxed the purser's 
resources to the utmost. The saloon has 
a fair complement of the wealthier class 
of passengers, including :i few ladies 
from Sydney and Melbourne, anil half 
a dozen fair daughters of Franco who 
have been sojourning in Coolgardie for 
a year or so. Then the steerage, to- 
gether with a lot of extra space specially 
litted up in the 'tween decks, is full of 
men of the class usually found in every 
rush to new gold fields. They are the 
same sort of crowd who were seen leav- 
ing England years and years ago for 
Bendigo and Ballurat, and yet more 
recently who Hocked away from Sydney 
to test their luck in the drought-stricken 
west of this continent. About 40 of the 
men came round in the Cape Otway 
from West Australia, having tired of 
their search for fortune on the fields of 
that country, but the remainder have 
assembled from all parts. 

"There was, naturally, a large crowd 
down at (he wharf to see the advent- 
urers off, and wish them Cod speed, hut 
amid all the excitement of saying fare- 
well there was on every face :i look 
of confidence and contentment, nnd in 
their talk :i tone of determination to 
light against climate or other odds, in 
(lie hone of picking up one of the for- 
tunes of which so much has been report- 
ed from America. The Cupe Otway 
goes to Auckland first for more passen- 
gers, and then by way of Honolulu and 
Vancouver to Juneau and Dyea, the 
coastal ports for Klondike, and despite 
the fact that every necessary article of 
out lit is sidling in the Canadian towns 
at gold fever prices the departing miners 
have in almost every instance refrained 
from taking equipment with them from 
Sydney. 

"Their luggage was mostly displayed 
in the familiar form of the Australian 
'bluey,' or blanket swag, and hi 1 who 
possessed more limn fine small portman- 
teau containing goods and chattels wits 
an exceptionally well-fitted-ouf tourist 
among the undemonstrative, unpreten- 
tious crew mi the decks of the departing 
steamer. Most of the men seemed to 
hnvo money with them, or at their com- 
mand, but those who were spoken to 
seemed to realize fully that they will re- 
quire it all before they rench their des- 
tination. 

"Of course, while (be majority of the 
voyagers arc on the hunt for gold there 
are those among them who are prepared 
to turn their hands In anything— several 
who. possibly, never saw gold in its nat- 
ural state, and who have no intention 
of going out of their way lo do; Inn 
taken as a whole the 150 men who occu- 
py the steerage of the Cape Otway lire 
fair samples of the mining community. 
In the saloon are those who are nol in- 
tent upon digging up the frozen ground, 
but who. as speculators, brokers, and 
what not. hope to increase their capital 
with the aid of the horny handed. The 
steamer got away well to time, and t he 
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YUKON MINERS.

Sagasta and Voshida, the fwu Maui 
murderers, expiated their crimes on the 
gallows in Oahu prison on the morning 
of March 25. Both necks were dislocat- 
ed by the fall, and with (he exception of 
a s'ight contraction of Sngnsta's muscles, 
(here was no outward sign of life either 
after the drop. The crimes for vvltiea 
these men died were committed lust sum- 
mer on the island of Maui. Sagasta kill- 
ed his wife and child; Voshida murder- 
ed Ihe wife of 11 friend.
